OTTAWA LETTER 
BY DR. F. W. GERSHAW 


Canada’s 19th Parliament is now 
in session and the circumstances are 
very unusual, 

‘The large government majority 
makes the onganizing for the work of 
the session difficult, Members want 
places on committees and there are 
not enough places to go around.

BY LIGHTNING 


‘The observance of the following 
rules, issued by the National Fire 
Protection Association, will pre- 
vent deaths and injuries from ligbt- 
ning: 

Do not ‘go out of doors or remain 
out during thunderstorms unless it 
is absolutely necessary. Stay  in- 
doors where it is dry, preferably near 
the centre of a room. 

If there is any choice of shelter, 
choose in the following order: 1. 
metal or meta] frame buildings; 2. 
Dwel'ngs or other buildings which
